SELECTMEN’S REPORT FOR 1998 


The year of 1998 was considered “ambitious” in terms of construction activity. The 
Highway Garage was completed to satisfaction. The garage is 40’ x 60’ and consists of 
three large bays which will house our highway equipment comfortably. No more having 
to break or scrape the ice from windshields and windows. Vehicles are in a heated garage 
thus allowing almost immediate departure following checklist of equipment. Equipment 
repairs and oil changes are only two of the scores of jobs which are expected to remain in 
house, thus reducing outsourcing of repair work. Over the next few years we are 
expected to continue furnishing the necessary tools and equipment so we may be self- 
sufficient. At long last we have a Garage to be proud of. 


The 1998 Town Meeting was clear. The community voted to build a new Town 
Office Building. A building committee was formed and chaired by Ricky Borger. The 
committee met often and tussled with issues related to size and type of construction. 
More importantly it had to come in under budget. And, so it did. Dave B. Williams, 
Builders, as low bidder, became the general contractor. Excavation and site work was 
awarded to Gowen Excavating, heating and water to Davis Gas, Electrical was furnished 
by Brian Weeks and the vinyl siding work was completed by Toomey Vinyl Siding. 
They can feel proud of what was accomplished here as we do when moving in and 
around the building. For those of you who have to date not seen the interior of the 
complex, please make an effort to do so. This is your Town Office Building. 


1998 was a year of spending some serious money. 1999 budget and warrant articles 
are fine tuned thus allowing only moderate spending. 


On the down side, the Town experienced the worst “mud” season ever. Gravel roads 
all over Town were a mess and those of us who had to walk will remember being up to 
their knees in the soupy mud. Interesting, however, is that every surrounding community 
was experiencing the same. Our focus this year is the roads. The Highway Budget 
includes additional spending which we believe is fair and reasonable. The Board feels 
there are several sites, which need our attention. With the cooperation of the Road Agent 
and the Town Administrator we expect to address them in their priority. 


We overspent the Transfer Station due in large part to the market, which is at an all 
time low for recycling products. Tonnage is up slightly. Collection of solid waste, 
including the hauling and disposal, is where we believe cost is expected to escalate. 


Highway Department replaced the decking and runners on the Evans Bridge in South 
Wentworth. N.H. Department of Transportation has identified this bridge as an “E2”, 
thus requiring no weight limit posted. 


The replacement of the Thayer Bridge is on target. Engineering designs are presently 
with the N.H. Dept. of Transportation. We expect to award construction in early spring. 


Article 6 in this year’s warrant is requesting monies for the replacement of our present 
Austin Western Road Grader. Replacement parts are no longer available. Machine has no 
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breaks. Several hydraulic oil leaks surface from time to time. This equipment is 


obviously unsafe. The Champion Road Grader we have in mind is in good shape. It is - 


clean, starts well, performs great and we have an opportunity with a small investment to 
replace our current equipment. The cost of a new Road Grader is anywhere from 
$150,000 to $175,000 depending on model and accessories. We are convinced the 
Champion (1981) will provide a service to the community for the next several years. 


In conclusion, we the Board members believe the Town has made some major 
progress during the past few years. Our objective is to continue the same. Roads remain 
an issue with most and we understand your concern, but we must keep our current debt 
in mind and yet remain focused on the needs of the community. 

The Baker River Valley is where we live and commute back and forth to. It’s a 
wonderful scenic area where we call home.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS 1998 


The three trustees of the trust funds held many meetings during the year. We had 
some obstacles, but managed to carry out the work that had to be done. 


We held a Forestry Workshop and demonstrations in the Plummer Forest, as well as 
an Informational meeting. 


The active management of the forest was observed, best forestry practices as well as 
forest resource values and benefits were shown and discussed. 


A carefully controlled timber harvest was continued during the year of 1998. 
The Plummer Forest will continue to be managed by the trustees and a forester. 


The Plummer Forest has been inspected and certified as a Tree Farm as of November 
1998. 


The trustees handle investments for the Plummer Fund to get the best investments 
returns. The income is paid out to the three cemeteries and Webster Memorial Library. 


A Common Fund left by John L. Peters for the school, one left by Mary Pillsbury for 
the Library and various memorials for the cemeteries, are invested and income paid out 
once a year to above mentioned ones. 


The Trustees are entrusted with the Capital Reserves for the town and when a warrant 
article votes to take money out for which the Capital Reserve was named, the Trustees 
then pay it out. The Capital Reserves are well invested and generate a good income.

Our radio 
coverage has increased for mutual aid calls, both incoming and outgoing. We feel this 
also has helped our response time to you, with hopefully better directions. 


The Wentworth Fire Department has also acquired a newer tanker to replace the old 
Army truck, this at no cost to tax-payers. Hopefully work can be completed in the spring 
and the truck put into service shortly thereafter. 


The project of installing a dry hydrant at Kings pond was completed this year, thanks 
to everyone involved. 


This was the first year in many that the department went over our approved budget. 
This was mainly due to the increase in structure fires, and unbudgeted forest fire 
expenses.

1998 WENTWORTH POLICE REPORT 


1998 proved to be a rather exciting and productive year for the residents, Town 
Government and the members of the Wentworth Police Department 


Our calls for service increased as society has become to expect more from the police 
and other public service fields. Although we work on a part-time basis, we have been 
able to accomplish this task. As we reach the next millennium, we need to re-assess our 
needs and determine if the part-time status is sufficient for the town’s needs. 


In early 1988 we were fortunate to have the service of Chief Michael LaChapelle of 
the Orford Police Department to teach DARE (Drug Abuse Resistance Education) to our 
students at the Wentworth Elementary School. Chief LaChapelle returned in the fall to 
continue the program that not only teaches the dangers of Drugs and Alcohol but also 
instills self-esteem and leadership qualities. 


In 1998 significant increases in Animal Complaints were lodged. In most cases the 
animals were a nuisance and not a dangerous vicious situation. In 1996 the Town of 
Wentworth established an Animal Control law. Please respect the rights of your 
neighbors and others by keeping your animals under control. 


Your Police Department, along with members of the NH Drug task force and the NH 
State Police, eradicated and confiscated approximately 80 Marijuana plants found on a 
piece of property off of the Buffalo Rd. at the end of the summer. If you suspect drugs 
being manufactured or sold in your neighborhood, please contact the Police Department. 


This year the Wentworth Police Department required that two officers be asigned to 
the Pines Speedway for the purpose of maintaining order and deterring crime. The 
owners of the track have paid weekly detail rates to compensate the town for this service. 
The Wentworth Police Department is grateful to the Rumney Police Department for 
assisting at the racetrack when needed. 


In closing, 1999 will show some restructuring within the Police Department. Some 
adjustments are being made to accommodate personnel and to best meet the needs of the 
Town. The officers of the department pulled their resources together and located surplus 
equipment and furniture to help reduce the setup cost of the new Police Facility. I invite 
you to stop by and see the new facility located within the newly completed Wentworth 
Town Office Complex.

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WEBSTER MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
Librarian’s Report 
December 31, 1998 


Library hours will change in early January 1999. In compliance with New Hampshire 
State Library guidelines, we will be adding five hours to the time we are open over a 
three year period, with the first two being added in 1999. Our new hours will be Monday 
and Wednesday 3:00-8:00 p.m. and Saturday 10 a.m.-12:00 noon. The Librarian is 
Donna Herlihy and the Assistant Librarian is Nance Masterson. 


Our collection includes both fiction and non-fiction materials for all ages and 
interests. If you can’t find what you are looking for in our collection, we can usually 
borrow it for you from another New Hampshire library. Besides books, we have videos, 
audio books, audiocassettes, music CD’s, large print books, magazines, newspapers, 
games, puzzles, and puppets. A television with cable hookup, a VCR, and a copier are 


available for public use. The library receives many very generous donations of books, ’ 


magazines, videos, time and money. These all help stretch our budget tremendously and 
we would again like to express our thanks to these donors for their thoughtfulness and 
generosity. 


A new addition to our library at the end of 1998 was a computer to replace the 
outdated one we had been given a few years ago. The decision to purchase up-to-date 
equipment at this time was prompted by the State Library’s decision in 1996 to no longer 
print our catalog cards without charge. Our catalog is important because that is where 
library borrowers go to see what we have and where in the library it is located. Our new 
computer will enable us to print our own cards at substantial savings. Also affecting our 
decision was the State Library’s notification that as of July 1, 1999, they will no longer 
be supplying Internet access without charge either. We use this access to communicate 
with and borrow books from other libraries. 


During 1998, 2,377 visits were made to the library. 4,982 items were circulated. 
These included 2,074 items from our general collection, 1,526 from our children’s 
collection, and 1,382 audio-visual materials. We borrowed 186 items from other libraries 
and lent out 32. We added 1,300 new items to our collection. These included 658 to our 
general collection, 449 to our children’s collection, and 193 audio-visual materials. 687 
items were purchased from town appropriations and 613 were gifts.

Library Trustees Report 
1998 


It is our wish to dedicate our Annual Report this year to the memory of Dorothy Brown 
(Dot to her many friends) who passed away at her home here in Wentworth on December 
28, 1998. Dot spent a great part of her life in public service to the people of Wentworth. 


Dot served this community well during her lifetime. She became a Library Trustee of 
the Webster Memorial Library in 1958 and continued in this capacity until 1969. She was 
then appointed Librarian and remained Librarian until her retirement in June 1991. Dot 
graduated from the Public Library Techniques program of the University of N.H. and 
N.H. State Library. She served as Small Town Libraries representative on the State 
Library Commissioner’s Advisory Committee and on the North Advisory Council for the 
use of Federal monies by the State Library. She also served on the Committee for the 
purchase of films for the State Library and the Committee to review individual library 
standings in N.H. Library Standards Qualification. She became the Wentworth 
representative to the North Country District Advisory Council as well as Wentworth 
Tepresentative to Forum III in the State Library organization and Five Rivers Co-op of the 
N.H. Automated Information Service. She initiated and wrote the application for Title I 
funds for the creation of the Baker River Audio Visual Center for the towns of 
Wentworth, Rumney and Warren in 1974 forming the cooperative effort of the three 
towns and three school libraries. She remained Chairman of that organization until her 
death in December. 


Dot was active in many other areas such as the Girl Scouts (1934-1970) and she 
formed the first girl scout troop in Wentworth in 1958. She was Chairman for the 
Swiftwater Girl Scout Council, Den Mother for the Wentworth Cub Scouts BSA, and 
active in the Wentworth Congregational Church. In addition to all of the above and more, 
she was active in the Wentworth elementary school for years. 


Wentworth residents have been extremely fortunate to have had Dot Brown in their 
midst. Rarely does a community have someone with such energies being perpetually 
exerted for the good of all. Dot’s continued efforts to provide so much for the betterment 
of our community and most particularly for the children certainly warrants this public 
recognition of her achievements. May the entire community be thankful for all that she 
did.

MOUNT MOOSELAUKEE HEALTH CENTER 
1998 REPORT 


The Mount Mooselaukee Health Center’s Staff, advisory Board, and Volunteers have 
been continuing their ongoing efforts to provide quality health care to the community, 
despite our patients’ household income, or insurance status. In 1998, the number of 
patient visits was 3,217. Twenty-two percent of the patients seen did not have health 
insurance coverage. Seventy-four percent of the patients seen at the Health Center were 
from Warren (42%), Wentworth (17%), and Rumney (15%). 


This past year, Jonathan Stewart, the Facility Administrator, accepted a position as 
General Manager of the North Country Health Consortium at our affiliated Ammonoosuc 
Community Health Services’ Littleton Office. On behalf of the Center’s Staff and Board 
Members, we would like to thank Jonathan for his years of dedication and hard work at 
Mt. Mooselaukee. We are fortunate that he is still part of our organization. 


Dr. Richard Covington, a Family Practice Physician, is in his fourth year at our 
facility. He is board certified through the American Academy of Family Practice, and is 


-also an Active Staff Member at Speare Memorial Hospital. This past year, he has 


become a Clinical Instructor for a first year Dartmouth Medical Student. We greatly 
appreciate his devotion and efforts. Jessica Thibodeau, Adult Nurse Practitioner, is also 
an active associate of our Medical Staff at Mt. Mooselaukee. We also regard her as a 
valuable member of our staff. She provides adult and adolescent health care including 
prenatal and women’s health services. The Health Center continues its collaboration with 
the Nurse Midwifery Program at Dartmouth-Hitchcock for deliveries and high risk 
referrals through our prenatal program. 


The Center’s patient hours are from 8:30 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. Monday through Friday, 
except Monday and Thursday, which the office is open until 6:00 p.m. Patients who 
experience an emergency after hours or on the weekend can call our facility, and they 
will reach our Professional Answering Service. Our Answering Service will then notify 
the On-Call Physician. Dr. Covington rotates call with Speare Hospital’s Active Family 
Practice Physicians. 


Mt. Mooselaukee offers the following supplemental services free or for minimal cost: 
blood pressure clinic, cancer screening program, car seat program, diabetic support 
group, emergency food pantry, family support services, foot care clinic, massage 
therapy, nutrition counseling, supplemental food distribution, and WIC. 


We continue our policy of offering discounted fees to uninsured individuals and 
families with limited household income. Although we receive grants that enable us to do 
this, it only accounts for 40% of our revenue. The Center’s annual operating expenses’ 
total is approximately $260,000. The generous support we receive through Town and 
individual contributions, enables us to provide the services to the community. Thank you 
to our Advisory Board Members and Volunteers for their countless hours of dedication 
to the Center. We would like to give a special thank you to all of you for your continued 
support, and we wish you a healthy 1999.

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WARREN - WENTWORTH AMBULANCE SERVICE 
ANNUAL REPORT 1998 


This year’s annual report has been a little difficult to compose. The year itself has been 
difficult to assess. We have experienced the death of a number of our elderly residents 
from both towns; the ambulance had transported many of them many times. While we are 
all trained to deal with death in its many presentations, the ambulance attendants here do 
feel the sadness and loss of our communities’ seniors. Unlike other years, where we have 
had many dramatic trauma calls, this year was marked by mostly medical calls: cardiac 
and respiratory problems, general illnesses, falls and trauma at home made up the bulk of 
our calls. We did have a number of motor vehicle accidents and a couple of major trauma 
deaths as well. This kind of work is exhausting and takes a toll on those who respond at 
any time of day or night, in all weather conditions and regardless of how they feel. I’d like 
to take this opportunity to thank all of the Warren-Wentworth Ambulance attendants for 
their dedication. I hope that you take the time to do the same. Thanks also to the members 


of the Warren Volunteer Fire Department, the Wentworth F.D. and the Police Chiefs from_ 


both towns for being there to lend a hand when we’ve needed them. 

The WWAS has faced a number of major expenses this year: new equipment to keep 
our ambulances up to the standards required by the state and to ensure the safety of our 
patients and staff. The old van ambulance that has served us so well for the past 10 years 
finally became a liability: it was costing too much to keep it in service. So we went on a 
search party and found a really nice second hand ambulance that is just 2 years older than 
our ‘new’ one. Of course, there was a number of time consuming and somewhat costly 
items to be repaired before we could put it on-line but we finally got it rolling. We are 
very pleased with what we now have to transport the sick and injured who call upon us. 
The other major costs are the usual replacement of disposable supplies, upgrade of 
durable equipment and the cost of continuing education for all of the members. We are 
required to have 48 hours of quality continuing education at the basic level, 12 hours of 
advanced education for the EMT-Intermediates and then a 24 hour refresher course prior 
to taking the practical exam. We do a lot of training ‘in-house’ but find it necessary to go 
to conferences and other courses to get the newest information and share what we all 
know. 

The coming year will find the WWAS working on one of the biggest projects of the 
last 10 years. We will be involved in the building of a new station for the Ambulance 
Service, Warren Volunteer Fire Department and Warren Police Department. All three 
departments are very excited by the prospect of a new building that actually meets our 
working needs as well as meeting the requirements of the regulatory agencies that govern 
our lines of work. Please show your support for this project by supporting the warrant 
article to accept the land in front of the Warren Fish & Game Wildlife Center. We will 
need all of the financial, material and hands-on help that you can give. 

The other goal for the WWAS is to increase the number of members. The more our 
membership grows, the easier sharing the responsibility becomes. We depend on new 
members to keep us fresh, rested, energized and interested in advancing our practice. If 
you think that you would enjoy helping your friends and neighbors in their time of need, 
please join us; we welcome you. 

As we've said in the past, we remain dedicated to providing the finest Emergency 
Medical Services possible to the residents of Warren, Wentworth and Glencliff. We are 
proud of the work that we do here and pledge to continue.

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WENTWORTH PARK AND RECREATION COMMISSION 
1998 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Wentworth Park & Recreation Commission is a group of residents appointed by 
the Selectmen whose responsibility it is “to oversee the maintenance of the town owned 
and managed athletic fields, lawns, swimming areas, and parks.” This responsibility 
includes maintenance of the Town Common, Riverside Park, and Hamilton Field. Funds 
allocated to the Commission through Town Meeting go directly for this purpose 
including contract labor and supplies for lawn maintenance and sanitary facilities at the 
Parks. 


The Park & Rec Commission is aided in its larger purpose of organizing recreational 
opportunities for town residents by the Friends of Wentworth Park & Rec; a separately 
incorporated non-profit organization. The Friends of Park & Rec are a dedicated group 
of volunteers who plan and sponsor activities such as hiking and canoeing trips, family 
volleyball, Variety Show Dinners, sledding parties, square dancing, and market day 
activities including the famous Duck Race. Resources to support these activities are 
raised entirely through the generous contributions of many benefactors and volunteers. 


The major initiative for which the Friends of Wentworth Park & Rec continues to 
raise funds is for completion of a basketball and tennis court at Riverside Park. Further 
progress was made on this project in 1998 including preparation of the crushed stone 
base and completion of the backboards. We also already have volunteers lined up to 
organize tennis and basketball clinics and competitions for Wentworth area youth. 
However, we remain approximately $6,000 away from having sufficient funds for the 
paving, sealing and surface treatment for lines, and fencing necessary to complete the 
project. It is our goal to finish the court for use in 1999. Any assistance toward meeting 
this goal would be greatly appreciated. 


In 1998, an important new Committee formed in cooperation with the Friends for 
Park & Rec; the Youth Sports & Recreation Committee. This Committee has dedicated 
its efforts to specifically promoting activities for Wentworth youth and their families. 
One for the first efforts of this Committee was construction of a new baseball backstop 
for Hamilton Field. Special thanks to Russell Blodgett and Leo Gravel for donating their 
time and skills and to John King for his generous donation of materials for this project. 


Thanks also to all the other people who have been so generous with their time and 
money in 1998, with special thanks to Ilse Scheller whose efforts and dedication are the 
heart of Wentworth Park & Rec. We are always looking for new members interested in 
improving the quality of recreational opportunities in Wentworth so please join us in 
1999,

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL AT 25 YEARS 
1998 ANNUAL REPORT 
A Letter from the Executive Director 


As North Country Council completed its 25th year of operation in 1998, we recalled 
working with the 279 local boards in the North Country in the completion of over 1,300 
projects since 1973. Starting as an organization that served five towns in 1973, NCC’s 
membership now encompasses 47 towns, 23 unincorporated places and 2 counties, more 
political jurisdictions than any other regional planning commission in the state. With this 
growth in membership, we have seen some extraordinary changes in the last twenty-five 
years. 


In 1973, a first class stamp was eight cents. A local phone call involved dialing the 
last four digits of the number on a rotary dial phone. A telephone in a car was the stuff of 
Dick Tracy. Some of us had photocopy machines, nobody had personal computers yet 
alone fax machines. A hand held calculator was both a $100 luxury and a technological - 
marvel. 


Hundreds in the North Country worked in shoe and glove factories; many more 
worked in wood products industries. Employees at Lincoln’s paper mill outnumbered 
workers at Loon Mountain. Ski area operators prayed for natural snow. Snowmobiles 
were slow, awkward contraptions. A job at a local bank was a lifetime position, and 
those banks often made loans to established customers on a handshake. General 
practitioners delivered all the babies in the region; obstetricians and most other 
specialists were based in Hanover or further south. 


Main Streets were dotted with Woolworths and Newberrys. Local dairies left milk in 
a metal box on your doorstep. Subsidized housing for elderly and families was a novelty. 
Industrial Parks were in the dream stage. Municipal sewage treatment plants were 
rudimentary, if they existed at all. At dusk, you could go to the local town dump and 
watch foraging bears. There were fewer than five master plans in all 51 North Country 
towns. 


There were five traffic lights in the entire 3,500 square mile region of the North 
Country. Except for an isolated section in Littleton, the four lane, 70 mph interstate 
ended in Lincoln. After 9 p.m., you couldn’t buy gas or a cup of coffee north of exit 23. 
A long distance drive in Coos County after 9:00 p.m. meant utter solitude. Route 115 
from Jefferson to Carroll was a trucker’s ordeal. Congestion on Route 16 through the 
Conways was an occasional summertime annoyance. 


We had no VCR’s, no video stores and no satellite dishes. If we had any TV reception 
at all, we received channel 8 and a fuzzy channel 3. Few towns were equipped with cable 
and few of the people in those towns were connected to it. We packed gyms for 
basketball games and town halls for town meetings. Today, community gatherings are 
more sparsely attended. We gained ESPN, but we also lost something too. 


It seems that, advances in communication and transportation made us less remote 
from the world but cruelly, they have made us more remote from our own communities. 
We are now more likely to e-mail someone across the country than we are to have our 
next door neighbor in for a cup of coffee. Big highways have brought us more visitors. 
Although they come more frequently, those visitors tend to stay for shorter intervals. 
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Moreover, today’s visitors seem to demonstrate less stewardship of the North Country. 
When people are less rooted in a place, they are less likely to invest time to make that 
place better. Yet, the changes and social upheaval we have witnessed cannot be blamed 
wholly on new technology and infrastructure. 


Since 1973, Washington overhauled policies governing banking, energy, 
environment, international trade and myriad other aspects of our daily life. The impact of 
new legislation on “community fabric” and local enterprise was deep and far-reaching. 
Banks and health care providers changed drastically. Some towns sprouted second 
homes and condominiums while other towns clung tenaciously to mainstay 
manufacturers and watched those manufacturers decline, disappear or reinvent 
themselves entirely. Old jobs vanished and new ones emerged. During this time of 
pervasive economic and social change, NCC helped to write more than 40 master plans 
with our member towns to guide or limit growth or just to help a town get a handle on its 
destiny. 


The North Country Council is not the same organization it was in 1973, any more 
than your town is the same as it was. As your town and its needs changed over the years, 
our role and response has changed. For example, we will always advocate better roads, 
rails and trails, but now we endeavor to showcase local landscapes, history and cultural 
heritage, to get people out of their cars, and to encourage other modes of transportation. 
Changing times summon new initiatives. Twenty five years ago we worked primarily 
with municipalities in housing and community planning. Now we also work with social 
service organizations, health care providers, school districts and non profits to meet new 
needs. In 1973, our infrastructure work program was focused exclusively with newly 
established federal regulations. Now, as challenges ranging from solid waste to economic 
development resist local solutions, our focus has become more regional. In 1999, one of 
our primary infrastructure goals is to strengthen community, build economic base, 
supplement our education and health care delivery and encourage a well-informed 
citizenry by upgrading telecommunication capacity in the region. 


The last twenty-five years left NCC with rich legacies. We have an expert knowledge 
of the North Country and its interface with Concord and Washington. Half of the staff at 
the Council are North Country natives and the other half have lived here more than half 
of their lives. Our staff knows what works in the North Country and how to get things 
done. We have learned to seek incremental improvements through sharing information, 
evaluating policies, holding forums, building partnerships, linking agencies, informing 
citizens and state/federal officials, providing technical support and securing funds. 
Twenty-five years of experience has given us the knowledge and the technology to serve 
you better. These legacies are the promise of our next twenty-five years of service.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact 
your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing 
ANY outside burning. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other 
burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up 
to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests 
and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to assist 
communities with forest fire suppression, prevention and training programs as well as the 
enforcement of forest fire and timber harvest laws. If you have any questions regarding 
forest fire or timber harvest laws please call our office at 271-2217. 

There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the 
state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the 
Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. Early in | 
1998 we experienced an ice storm, which caused severe damage to forests of New 
Hampshire. This damage created a greater potential fire hazard as well as safety hazards 
to many areas of the state. Your local fire warden and Forest Rangers need your 
assistance in preventing wildfires in these hard hit areas and throughout the state. If you 
need assistance or information dealing with ice damaged woodlands, please call 1-800- 
444-8978. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract 
aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response 
from local fire departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the size of wildland 
fires and keeping the loss of property and suppression costs as low as possible.

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PEMI-BAKER SOLID WASTE DISTRICT 
1998 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District committee met six times during the 1998 
calendar year. The District continued its ongoing commitment to the proper disposal of 
hazardous waste in 1998 with its annual universal waste collection. Residents from each 
District town brought paint, batteries, and fluorescent light tubes to their town’s facility. 
This material was later consolidated at four district facilities for pickup. This year’s 
collection resulted in the District properly disposing of nearly 6,300 feet of fluorescent 
light tubes and other assorted fluorescent lamps and over 2,000 gallons of paint. Batteries 
that were collected this year will be disposed of at the District’s 1999 Household 
Hazardous Waste Collection. The District received a grant from the State of New 
Hampshire, Department of Environmental Services (NHDES) to help cover the costs of 
disposal and the coordination of the program. 


As noted above, the District will once again organize a Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Day in 1999. The collection date has been set for June 5th, with collection 
sites being held at the Campton/Thornton, Plymouth, and Rumney transfer stations. The 
District will also organize the paint, battery, and fluorescent light tube collection from 
April through October. 


In 1999, the District will purchase a Freon recovery unit which will be rotated 
between District towns on an as-needed basis, thereby eliminating the need for each 
town to arrange for Freon removal and pay the associated costs. This is just one of many 
possible cooperative ventures as the District continues with its goal of helping members 
minimize the increasing costs of solid waste management. 


Citizens interested in participating in the process are welcome to attend the District 
meetings. Each town receives notices of upcoming meetings and information regarding 
the place and time of meetings is available at your town office.

The Conservation Commission of Wentworth checked out work for a culvert and 
bridge. 


Looked over a lot to see if it was feasible for gravel. 

We looked for and found a place where fill material would be acceptable. 
Checked out several logging sites. 

Checked on several flooded areas to see what could be done. 


In May attended a North Country Council meeting in Plymouth. The meeting dealt 
with towns that have Historical Resource Sites that should appear on maps. 


We received a call to check on debris that might have been put in a wetlands area. On 
looking the site over everything was found to be O.K. 


We attended a series of five workshops dealing with Natural Resource Inventory, soil 
maps and natural resource maps, a field trip on forest ecology, wildlife habitat 
identification and management. We also went to one on wetlands identification, water 
resources, watersheds and ground water. 

The Conservation Commission also attended a meeting on local environmental issues. 

The Grafton County Conservation District had several meetings with Warren, 
Wentworth, Rumney, Plymouth Conservation Commissions, selectmen and town people 


to address concerns about Erosion and Deposition on Baker River. 


Several of us met to re-establish the Baker River Watershed. The Goal is to develop 
cooperation between towns of the watershed relative to the river environment.

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. provides programs and services which 
support the health and well being of our older citizens and assist them to remain 
independent in their own homes and communities for as long as possible. Through eight 
locations throughout the County, including Plymouth, Bristol, Canaan, Lebanon, Orford, 
Haverhill, Littleton and Lincoln, older adults and their families are able to make use of 
community based long term care services such as home delivered meals, senior dining 
room programs, transportation, care management services, information and referral, 
educational programs, adult day care, chore/home repair services, recreation and 
opportunities to be of service to the community through volunteering. 


During 1998, 25 older residents of Wentworth were able to make use of one or more 
of GCSCC’s services, offered through the Plymouth Regional Senior Center. These 
individuals enjoyed 185 balanced meals in the company of friends in a senior dining 
room, received 537 hot, nourishing meals delivered to their homes by caring volunteers, 
were transported to health care providers or other community resources on 6 occasions 
by our lift-equipped buses, were assisted with problems, crises or issues of long term 
care through 30 visits by a trained social worker and found opportunities to put their 
talents and skills to work for a better community through 72 hours of volunteer service. 
The cost to provide these services for Wentworth residents in 1998 was $4,230.50. 


Community based services provided by GCSCC and its many volunteers for older 
residents of Wentworth were often important to their efforts to remain in their own 
homes and out of institutional care despite chronic health problems and increasing 
physical frailty, saving tax dollars and contributing to the quality of life of our older 
friends and neighbors. As our population grows older, such support becomes ever more 
critical. 

GCSCC very much appreciates the support of the Wentworth community for services 
which enhance the independence and dignity of our older citizens and assists them to 
meet the challenges of aging in place.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the School District in the Town of Wentworth, in the County of 
Grafton, State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote upon District Affairs:

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 1998 


I couldn’t possibly start the Principal’s report without talking about the addition we 
had put onto the school this past summer. The building has been transformed. 


So many people played such an important role in making this addition a reality. To all 
the people on the building committee, to those who helped do the site work, to the folks 
who helped move the library and furniture, and to the townspeople at school district 
meeting who voted in favor of an addition -- THANK YOU!! 


We honored someone very special when we named the new part of our school after 
Olive Belyea-Bates. Olive gave many years of love and hard work to the students and 
community of Wentworth. On September 28th, the community came together to dedicate 
our new space. It was truly a very special evening. The Breck family shared some 
wonderful stories and everyone had the opportunity to tour the building. 


Enrollment at the Wentworth Elementary School during the 1998/1999 school year is 
99. 


Grade distribution of students is as follows: 


Grade 1 - 10 Grade 3 - 11 Grade 5 - 16 Grade 7 - 11 
Grade 2 - 11 Grade 4 - 12 Grade 6 - 11 Grade 8 - 17 


Grades 1 and 2 are taught by Mrs. Paula Houde, who is in her seventh year at WES. 
Grades 3 and 4 are taught by Ms. Julia Robinson, who is in her ninth year at Wentworth, 
and by Ms. Beth Zelenak, who is in her fourth year with us. Language Arts and Social 
Studies for grades 5-8 are taught by Mr. Dan Kenney, who is in his fifth year at WES. 
Grades 5-8 Mathematics and Science are taught by Ms. Dianne Klabechek, who is in her 
fourth year at Wentworth. Principal Don Weisburger, in his sixth year at WES, is also 
the Physical Eduction Instructor for grades 1 through 8. 


Mrs. Tamara Graham skillfully teaches our Music Education program. Participation in 
our instrumental music program is steadily increasing. We have students playing the 
flute, piano, trumpet, and drums. 


Mrs. Tanya Shamberger creatively teaches Art Education to our students. She is in her 
first year with us at WES. The hallway of our school has been turned into an Art Gallery 
displaying a myriad of our students’ work. 


Mrs. Kristine Roberge is the Special Education Coordinator at WES. She addresses 
the needs of students through Individual Education Plans (IEP). Mrs. Roberge works in 
unison with the classroom teachers and special education aides to provide an appropriate 
education plan for students. Besides being Special Education Coordinator, Mrs. Roberge 
coaches the boys and girls basketball teams. This is Mrs. Roberge’s first year teaching at 
WES. 
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As well as teaching third grade 1/2 time, Ms. Beth Zelenak coordinates the Reading 
Recovery Program at WES. Reading Recovery is a reading and writing program for 
students in grades 1 and 2. It is an early intervention program that effectively addresses 
students’ needs. 


Mrs. Nancy Gable teaches health education to our students as well as addressing our 
schools’ health needs as nurse. 


She works with our students 
providing academic and personal support. 


Our support staff is once again strong this year. Mrs. Maria Young is our exceptional 
school secretary; Ms. Wanda Adams, Mrs. Bonnie Roberts, Ms. Allison LaPoint, and 
Ms. Fawn Gaudet are our fine classroom Special Education aides; Mrs. Linda 
Farnsworth does an outstanding job as our Grade 1/2 classroom aide; Mrs. Kathy Evans 
and Mrs. Charlene Weeks oversee our fine school lunch program; and Mr. Richard 
Young keeps our new school building looking great. Thank you all!!! 


Leslie Backstrom, for the 11th year, has coordinated a strong group of library 
volunteers. Helping in our library are: Nance Masterson, Kathleen Mack, Sandee 
Snogren, and Patty Cooper. 


Tara Gowen is President of our active and supportive PTO. Our PTO supports and 
sponsors many activities at our school. They truly make a difference in the lives and 
education of our children. 


Computers continue to be an important part of the learning process at WES. Our 
students have access to 47 computers. Students are taking a technology class (with 
volunteer and WES graduate Adam Backstrom) and are utilizing the computers for 
invaluable learning opportunities.

This year students 
performed “A Christmas Carol.” With the continued help of many community members 
and the staff a wonderful production took place. 

Our 3rd and 4th grade had an exciting overnight camp-in at the Boston Museum of 
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Science. We hope this will become an annual 3rd and 4th grade trip. 


We continue to do 2 days of Saturday School a year, one Saturday in the Fall, and one 
in the Spring.

The primary mission of Wentworth Elementary School is to develop within each 
student a positive self-image and to provide all students with the necessary tools to 
enable them to acquire skills and use knowledge in a positive, productive manner. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


This is a crucial year for the Rumney School District and the Pemi-Baker Regional School 
District. 


Russell Elementary School is in dire straits regarding its air quality. The carbon dioxide 
levels in the building are high and could only be resolved this year by leaving windows 
open. The result has been fresh air, but children have had to work in low 60 degree 
temperatures. High carbon dioxide levels indicate that the ventilation in the building is 
poor. When carbon dioxide levels are high it is likely that other contaminants are high also 
(dust, mold, viruses, bacteria, chemicals and countless other substances). Some 
contaminants are released from the building, some from cleaning supplies, some from food 
preparation, some from office supplies. The sources are virtually countless. However, 
increasing the air exchange rate will reduce concentrations of carbon dioxide and the 
contaminants. The solution to the problem is to install modern ventilation systems in each 
room. This will allow our children and staff to breathe healthy air free of excess levels of 
carbon dioxide and contaminants. Rumney’s space needs study committee has 
recommended that this ventilation issue be resolved as soon as possible and has also 
recommended renovation and addition to the school. The bond for the gymnasium is now 
paid for and interest rates are at an all time low. Please give this problem your most serious 
consideration. 


Plymouth Regional High School has seen student enrollment move from 550 students in 
1992 to our present enrollment of 845 students for 1999. This represents an average 
increase of 50 students per year. We anticipate that the growth will continue and then 
eventually level out somewhere in the range of 900+. The building needs study committee 
has been working diligently and for long hours to develop a proposal which is a million 
dollars less than last year’s proposal (actually two million dollars less than the proposal two 
years ago). Members of the committee have done this by eliminating the theater/music/art 
complex, foregoing reconstruction of the drives and parking areas and eliminating any 
athletic field construction. The committee is recommending that we resolve the crowded 
conditions in theater/art/music through renovation and members have focused the new 
space on the academic areas, library and the cafeteria. Briefly our science classrooms are 
inadequate as laboratories. They do not have enough space and are absent proper and safe 
storage. Also as we grow in student enrollment the small size of our classrooms and the 
lack of additional rooms results in a severe problem (only 7 of our classrooms are large 
enough for 30 students). The cafeteria was designed for a student population of 
approximately 600 and the food service preparation area is limited in both size and 
equipment. Also, as many of you know, program needs have increased in the areas of 
special education, computer/technology, vocational/technical education and for students at 
risk which has put additional pressure on our space. The library has traffic flow and space 
utilization problems that limit proper viewing areas and adequate use of technology. The 
heating and ventilation systems have reached the limits of their usefulness and considering 
the number of students in the building, must be replaced/upgraded in order to provide the 
air quality necessary for nearly 1000 people (including staff) who are in the building at any 
given time. The building committee’s recommendations are sound, well reasoned and 
fiscally responsible. The proposal addresses the foreseeable future in the most appropriate 
and economical manner. If you study the committee’s proposal, I think you will be pleased. 


SAU #48 is working hard to coordinate K-12 curriculum between each elementary school 
and with the high school. It is important to do this because all of our students eventually go 
to the high school and we also have a need to align our curriculum with the State 
frameworks (NH Assessment). We will have finished K-12 mathematics by the end of this 
summer. Technology curriculum is being finalized and work continues on a K-12 science 
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curriculum. Much of this work is supported by grants written in the SAU office. 


As is our practice, we have tried to keep all of our district budgets at a minimal increase 
while still providing a quality education. This has been partially possible because of 
increased state revenues which hopefully will continue. In addition, our teachers and 
principals have been thoughtful and cautious in their recommendations. 


I am deeply appreciative of the myriad of contributions made by our community members, 
board members, and staff members. The towns within this SAU have always been 
supportive of quality education and I am appreciative of the support I have received as we 
continue to Strive.

To see what action the District will take relative to the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees and officers.

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ARTICLE 4: 


To see if the District will vote to authorize the School Board under RSA 198:20-b to 
apply for, accept and expend, without further action of the School District meeting, 
money from any source which becomes available during the fiscal year provided that 
such expenditures be made for purposes for which a school district may appropriate 
money and that such expenditures not require the spending of other school district funds.

Discuss regarding an additional 3% increase in teachers’ salaries (6% total increase). 
Motion was made by Leslie Morrison to increase this article by an additional 3% and 
seconded by Donna Herlihy. Paper ballot was cast. 101 votes cast, 43 in the affirmative, 
58 in the negative, the article as amended was defeated. 

The original article was accepted by voice vote in the affirmative. 

ARTICLE 11: 

To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,029,957 (one 
million twenty-nine thousand nine hundred fifty-seven dollars) for the support of 
schools, for the payment of salaries for the school district officials, employees and agents 
and for the payment of statutory obligations of the District which also includes the sums 
found in articles 1, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10. (The Board recommends this appropriation. 
Majority vote required.) 


Motion to accept the article as read was made by Lee Morrison, seconded by Richard T. 
Gowen. Voice vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 12: 
To transact any further business which may legally come before this meeting. 


Motion to adjourn the meeting was made by Richard T. Gowen at 5:15 p.m., seconded 
by Angela Kennison-Comeau.
